‘Jim” Hawks Tells How N. C. Carter’s Vision Led to the 
Purchase of Town Site from “Lucky” Baldwin, 
and Three Booms That Marked Its Growth 
Fifty-two Years Ago 


Adolph Kalterborn Works Secretly for Six Months On 
Monster Airbird Patterned After German Ships 
—Trial Flight Shortly In Attempt to Beat 
Beat Foreign Champions

“I’m going to buy that eleven hundred acres up yonder 
and build a town,” N. C. Carter said to M. C. Hawks one 
day back in 1878. They were standing down in the San 
Gabriel Valley. 

“Up there along the mountain trail,” continued Caider. 
:“Yes sir, that’s the garden spot of this here country.” 

M. C. Hawks, an uncle of J. N. (“Jim”) Hawks of Sierra 
Madre, had come down from San Francisco. His business 
was selling type, and Carter, 
who lived in San Gabriel, was 
one of his customers. 

"Well," said Hawks, "that spot 
certainly looks as if it might de¬ 
velop into the grand stand for 
this here valley.” 

"That's just my idea,” said 
Carter. "Up there you can have 
everything." 

"Jim” Hawks and W. S. An¬ 
drews, his partner, who grew up 
with Sierra Madre, sat in their 
office yesterday and discussed the 
birth and development of Sierra 
Madre. 

Bought for $25 An Acre 

"Carter was a man of vision,” 
said Jim Hawks, "and he did just 
what he said he would do. He 
bought the eleven hundred acres 
from ‘Lucky’ Baldwin. He paid 
$25 an acre for it. And that was 
the start of Sierra Madre. • Carter 
laid out and sold part of it in ten, 
twenty and forty-acre plots at 
$50 an acre. He got $75 an acre 
for plots with trees growing. My 
uncle had been sold on it and so 
my father and my aunt came 
here and each bought twenty- 
acre plots. My father's acreage 
consisted of the ground now 
bounded by East Central avenue, 

North Baldwin to East Highland, 
taking in about two-thirds ex¬ 
tending to Mountain Trail avenue. 

My father paid $50 an acre.” 

“What's it worth now?” 

"Well, I'd say it is worth about 
$10,000 an acre now. That's some 
advance.” 

"I’ll never forget the day we 
arrived here,” said Jim. "I was 
just a kid then, of course. We 
came down by boat from San 
Francisco. My first impression 
sunk in. I remember my grand¬ 
mother brought out a big pan of 
ripe apricots and turned us loose 
on them. Well, that seemed par¬ 
adise. We had never seen fruit 
that plentiful. It certainly was

He Left Nothing to Change 

There is nothing -visionary about Kelterborn. He is stolid, thor¬ 
ough, competent. He has left nothing to the gambler's chance. 
Every detail has been worked out with the meticulous scientific de¬ 
tail that marks the native character of the Germans. He is not new 
to gliders. Back in the Fatherland in 1920 he sailed in gliders over 
the Bailie Sea near Kilkoppen, close to the spot where Lieut. Dinot 
recently gaiueu the world s record for sailplanes by staying in the 
air 14 hours and 43 minutes. Kelterborn has been in the air in 
America, too. He recently tried out Auiencan-made sailplanes owned 
by Mr. Boomer and Mr. White, of Pasadena. He has been in America 
for eight years, and all that lime he has been working on the plans 
for the Sierra Madre, and in close touch with the development of 
gliders in both America and Europe. The actual work on the plane 
started last September. 

The Sierra Madre will have a wing spread of 58.9 feet. 

The wing width will be 5 feet 4 inches, the aspect ratio 1 
to 12. Kelterborn weighs 150 pounds, which, added to the 
330 pound weight of the ship, means that it will have to 
maintain a total weight of 480 pounds in the air. 


With the Philippine Islands

Of Small Towns 
Real Tragedy 


The largest sailplane in existence today is a big brother of the 
''Rhongeist,” recently tested in Germany. It has a wing surface of 
279 square feet, 21 feet less than the Sierra Madre, a wing spread 
of 57 feet and 6 inches, with a wing loading capacity of 2.77 pounds 
to a square foot. The Sierra Madre's wing loading is 1.75 pounds 
to the square foot. 

Alfred'Belohlavek, of Sierra Madre, did all the welding for the 
new ship, and with Victor Hill and several other young enthusiasts, 
aided Kelterborn in building the plane. 

The wing ribs of the Sierra Madre are made of duralium, which 
is half as light as wood and six times as strong. The sailplane U3ed 
by Bowles, the American champion, and by Col. Charles Lindbergh, 
in his recent trials in the Ridge mountains, has wooden ribs. Chrome 
steel is used to give strength to the fuselage of the Sierra Madre. 

“Thlr model is more or less of an experiment,” says Kalterborn. 
“If it is a success I will build one with interior bracing in the wings, 
doing away with the exterior wire supports at present used.” 


If the best known citizen of 
the "green Verdugo hills” feels 
as he does, what would a Sierra 
Madrean think of being annexed 
to any other municipality?

The hope of 
civilization is In the little towns.”
